Such a thing is thought 
to be many months away, but the alien 
strikers, fearing that others -would at- 
tempt to resume work, haunted the 
mill premises. 


John P. Colpoys and Robert Jr. Mc- 


Wade. federal conciliators named by 
Secretary John P. Wilson of the de- 
partment of labor to lend their of- 
fices in settling the strike, are ex- 
pected here momentarily, but up to a 
late hour last night had not arrived. 


Labor Commissioner .John S. S. Davie 


of Concord was in this city yesterday, 
but refused to say svhether he had 
conferred with the mill officials. 


The strikers' counsel, ex-Mayor "Wil- 


liam H. Barry, is framing a reply to 
the millmen. in which, it Is said, he 
will furnish 
statistics differing from 


the statement of the millmen that tho 
operatives were paid as much 
here 


as in other mill cities. 


City authorities have already taken 


steps to ascertain who is legally re- 
sponsible for payment for the services 
of the militiamen. 


Officials of the United Textile Work- 


ers of America, who have heen here 
for several days, now claim an en- 
rollment of 1776 names. 
All of the 


local unions have contributed to tho 
cause of the strikers and many indiv- 
idual contributions have been received.

Xot only did the 
lecturer speak of the plans" directly 
nnrl of his part in perfecting them, but 
he dwelt on the great principle sur- 
rounding the work and Ills words were 
alive with love of art and deep relig- 
ious feeling.

Ralph Adams Cram, LL.D., De- 


scribes "St, John the Divine" 
Edifice Before Women's Club 


Ralph Adams Cram, LL.D., of Bos 


ton, one of the most noted architects 
of this country and a. lecturer of un- 
usiml ability, spoke before the Middle- 
sex Women's club yesterday afternoon 
on "The Cathedral of St. John the Di- 
vine." Mr. Cram was ono of the com- 
peting architects when plans for tho 
Immense cathedral were submitted 25 
years ago and now ns consulting en- 
gineer he has stamped Ills own per- 
Bor.aJity on the 
developed 
building. 


His talk was illustrated by many line 
views oi the cathedral, but he explain- 
ed that at the present lime it is im- 
possible to say definitely how it will 
look when completed. The architects 
are not working with tho finished edi- 
fice In mind but they change and plan 
as they advance so that when finished 
the cathedral will represent inspira- 
tion rather ihan mechanical precision 


t of plan. The builders intend to make 


the cathedral one that 
compare 


with the srcat cathedrals of Europe, 
but of this -Mr. Cram spoke with deep 
humility declaring that 
the greatest 


architects In the world today cannot 
confparc with a second rate architect 
of the 13th century. Not only did the 
lecturer speak of the plans directly 
and of his part in perfecting them, but 
he dwelt on the great principle sur- 
rounding the work and his words were 
nllve with love of art and deep relig- 
ions feeling.' Mr. Cram spoke. In part, 
as follows: 


"Had I delivered this lecture before 


you 15 years ago, I might have pref- 
aced it by an apology, for 15 years 
ngo cathedrals seemed 
non-practical. 


Today I am not apologetic. '• An amaz- 
ing revolution has taken place and we 
see only too clearly the necessity for 
cathedrals like those erected in the 
13th, 12th or 10th century. The awak- 
ening of a revived religious feeling 
carries us back in an unbroken tradi- 
tion to the catacombs and following 
this war which Is searching all hearts, 
religion shall seek outward expression. 
The cathedral of St. John the Divine 
IE the moat comprehensive effort of 
America to make one other attempt to 
erect a great house of God. 


The time of this lecture has been 


chosen 
appropriately; 
today is the 


feast of All Saints and tomorrow is 
the feast of All Souls. The feast of 
All Saints recognizes 
the 
Christian 


triumph in sainthood; 
it recognizes 


the Christian doctrine of the Com- 
munion of Saints which is a commun- 
ity of interest between the living anc 
the dead. Many of us believe in the 
intercession of saints. They plead for 
us before-the throne of God and we 
in turn plead for their intercession 
The feast of All Souls also recognizes 
the community of interest between the 
living and the dead but it more inti- 
mately concerns those 
of 
our 
own 


family. A cathedral is a symbol of 
this link between the living and the 
dead. It 
Is a visible manifestation 


of faith with a power 
of 
spiritual 


stimulation. 


Christianity has always 
recognizer 


tho spiritual exaltation that is an in- 
direct effect of beauty, and hence the 
development of Christian art. If we 
seek for the most wonderful triumph? 
of 
art 
whether 
in architecture, 
it 


painting, in sculpture or in any of the 
major and minor arts, we shall fim 
that they were achieved under the in- 
spiration of religion 
and 
that 
the> 


were not due to any secular 
power
